INDIANAPOLIS UP — Although 
traffic deaths in Indiana are run­ 
ning slightly below' 1954 figures, 
there is a sharp increase in fatal­ 
ities from railroad crossing acci­ 
dents and cars running off the 
road. 
In the first three months of this 
year state police had reports of 21 
railroad crossing crashes which 
killed 27 persons, compared with 
15 such accidents in the Sams 
period of 1954. 
Fatal accidents in which cars 
ran off the road rose to 66 in the 
first three months of this year, 
compared with 55 in the first quar­ 
ter of 1954. 
All other types of fatal traffic 
accidents showed a decline, with 
the number of pedestrian deaths 
dropping from 48 to 29. The total 
of traffic deaths in the state was 
down 5 per cent from 251 to 238.

THREE GOOD MIGS 
When eight U. S. Sabrejets were attacked 
by 16 Russian MIGs off North Korea and shot 
down three of them, the pattern of fighting 
in the air which was apparent throughout 
the Korean War was repeated. In that war 
Russian planes were obviously no match for 
U. S. pilots and planes and each time they 
learned this lesson anew they stayed on the 
ground for days. 
Russia may have the formidable air arma­ 
da with which it has been credited, but if it 
has modern planes, their record whenever 
they attack U. S. planes proves that Commu­ 
nist fliers are not very good, or their heart 
isn’t in carrying out their murderous mis­ 
sions. Three more MIGs down is a good 
day’s work for eight U. S. planes. 


LAUGH AT HITLER 
A motion picture, featuring closing days 
of the Hitler regime, is being shown in West 
Germany. Made in Austria under the title of 
“The Last Act,” its climax is an account of 
Hitler’s weird finish in a Berlin air raid shel­ 
ter. 
Audience reaction is in direct contrast to 
the almost worshipful attitude of the Ger­ 
man people when Hitler was supreme ruler of 
their lives. When Hitler is shown shouting 
that the “German people do not deserve me” 
ther are bursts of laughter. 
Rumbles of anger follow scenes of Hitler’s 
cruelty, such as flooding the subway, drown­ 
ing thousands of helpless people. That was 
Hitler's final gesture, just before he and his 
concubine took their own lives. 
The world will never have an explanation 
for the Hitlers who come on the scene from 
nowhere, arouse the rabble even to the point 
of war, and then invariably meet a violent 
end. Where formerly thousands shouted in 
adulation, Germans now have only laughter 
for the man who once ruled their lives.
